U. of C. Scientists 


Ancient Remains Found 


by Two Housewives as 


They Dig 


Berkeley, Calif.—(AP) — Five 


fossilized 
skeletons 
which 
may 


yield new clues to the antiquity of 
man 
in the world are 
being 


studied intensively by scientists 
?" th° rp^'i'r "f a d'^ovPT by 
two young housewives who were 
helping to dig a swimming pool. 


Dr. Robert F. Heizer, Universi- 


ty of California anthropologist in 
charge of the investigation, said 
there was no positive evidence as 
yet to support one unconfirmed 
giiess that the skeletons were 70,- 
000 years old. 


Age About 10,000 


The generally accepted age of 


man in North America is about 
10,000 years. This figure was de- 
duced from the age of arrow heads 
found at Folsom, N. M., many 
years ago. Since then other dis- 
coveries have been made, par- 
ticularly hi California, Minnesota 
and New Mexico, leading to esti- 
mates ranging from 5.000 to 15,- 
000 years. 


The five skeletons, of four adults 


and a baby, were found in the 
yard of Mrs. Robert Enge of Con- 
cord, 25 miles northeast of here, 
while she and a neighbor, Mrs. 
A. H. Stone, Jr., were spading in a 
pit for a swimming pool. 


All the skeletons lay in order, 


no bones being displaced. This in- 
dicated, Dr. Heizer said, that they 
were in a burial gtcund. No ar- 
tifacts such as arrows or stone im- 
plements were found. The skulls 
were long, melon shaped, rather 
than round like those of present 
day American Indians. 


Buried Five Feet 


They were about five feet under 


the suface. Ordinarily, Dr. Heizer 
told reporters, this might indicate 
great age, but he added that since 
that area of California has been 
subject to earthquakes, the depth 
might not be important. 


Some amateur investigators re- 


ported finding traces of 
fresh 


water mussels at the 7 foot level 
in the pit and fresh water mussels 
at the six foot level. Conceivably 
this might indicate a long period 
of great geological change prior 
to the burial of the bodies. 


Dr. Heizer said it would be 


two weeks or more before any- 
thing could be determined scien- 
tifically about the 
age of the 


skeletons.
